That’s because the specific question before the 
voters is to PROHIBIT the various programs of 
state assistance to childran in private schools. 


The confusion about the wording, plus the 
contradictions on what the actual extent and 
ramifications of the proposal may be, plus the fact 
that it’s on a separate ballot, certainly wiii huid 
down the total vote on this question. Whether this 
will help or hurt one side or the other is an open 
question.
